Emma Carroll, a UC Berkeley 
grad student, is thinking about 
taking out loans just to pay what 
could be a substantially higher 
tax bill.

Professors 
power tilts 
cases in 
academia 


Grad students fearing 
for careers stay silent

Last month, Kimberly Latta 
alleged in a Facebook post that, 
when she was a graduate student 
at UC Berkeley in the mid-1980s, 
a visiting professor forced her to 
have sex with him, upending not 
only her studies but shaking up 
her entire career. 

“I could see how absolutely 
upsetting and disturbing it was,” 
said Michael Harrawood, a fellow 
graduate student of Latta’s at UC 
Berkeley who is now a professor 
at Florida Atlantic University. “I 
actually think it really, really im- 
pacted her whole future as an ac- 
ademic.” 

As women across the country 
come forward to share their sto- 
ries about sexual misconduct, the 
relationship between faculty and 
graduate students has emerged as 
one of the ripest for abuse, with 
heralded professors quietly wield- 
ing major influence over the tra- 
jectory of their students’ lives. 

“That’s who you look up to for 
a recommendation,” said Annie 
Clark, co-founder of the group 
End Rape on Campus. “It’s not 
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
